Nevertheless, the veteran F.B.I. chief Is at 
pains to remind his readers that "smears, char- 
acter assassination,. and the scattering of irre- 
sponsible charges have no place in this nation. 
They create division, suspicion, and distrust 
among loyal Americans — just what the Commu- 
nists want . . . honest dissent should not be 
confused with disloyalty. A man has a. right 
to think as he wishes: that's the strength of. 
our form of government Without free thought 
our society would decay. . . . One of the chief 
jobs of the F.BJ„ fully as important as track- 
ing down spies, is to protect the civil rights 
of individuals." " 

The early chapters of the book are a curious- 
ly flat and one-dimensional survey of Com- 
munist history from Karl Marx to the early 
days of Communism in the United States. 
Granted that the people involved cooked up 
a witches' brew for the world, they are human 
beings and worth treating more fully than in 
this book, even those who were puppets when 
Moscow pulled the strings. 

In setting out to write a primei%style account 
of the Communist Party and its adherents in 
America-, the author may have oversimplified 
to the point of diminishing his book. 

"Masters of Deceit" is, indeed, strongest, 
not when it reminds* us of such domestic his- 
tory as that the campaign to make a dupe of 
the Negro in America failed (which can hardly 
be news to anybody), but when it makes us 
realize there are millions elsewhere in the 
world to whom we are strangers and the 
Communist is, sadly enough, one of his own 
kind.

Director J. Edgar Hoover in a book entitled "Masters Of Deceit," which was published !asi 
Monday. 



Hoover reveals with vivid 
documentation the relentless 
drive of the Communist Party to- 
ward its ultimate objective, the 
seizure of power in the United 
States. 

The man who has headed the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
since 1924 is uniquely equipped 
to expose the Red plot. As a 
special assistant to the attorney 
general, he began his study of 
communism 39 years ago. 

"Masters Of Deceit," published 
by Henry Holt and Company, 
New York, is the dramatic distil- 
lation of nearly four decades of 
first-hand knowledge of commu- 
nist strategy, tactics, subversion, 
infiltration, espionage, sabotage 
and brainwashing. 

Hoover states his premise sim- 
ply, in these words: "Every citi- 
zen has a duty to learn more 
about the menace that threatens 
his future-, his home, his children, 
the peace of the world — and that 
is why I have written this book." 

In 374 p*ges crammed with 
often startling information, the 
author rips away the curtains of 
mystery which shroud the com- 
munist conspiracv and graphical- 
ly blueprints the battle plan 
through v/hich individual Amer- 
icans can combat a cancerous 
threat to the nation. 

Highlights of the book include: 

The Red objective — Hoover 
says: "The party's objective is 
to drive a wedge, however slight, 
into as many minds as possible.

Examples of what communist 
spies seek — "Any person who be- 
lieves that espionage means sec- 
uring only military information 
is unacquainted with the nature 
of 20th Century spying. An army 
manual, security regulations of a 
government building, the 'politic- 
al' views of a clerk in an indus- 
trial firm, incidents in the life 
of a prominent person which 
might be used for blackmail — 
those and many more are prize 
espionage targets." 

Religious groups — The FBI 
chief says "The party is today 
engaged in a systematic program 
to infiltrate American religious 
groups."

HOUSTON, March 17 (0.— The 
Zionist movement represents an 
obstacle to the achievement of 
peace in the Middle East, the 
American Council for Judaism 
said Sunday. 

The council said in a resolu-

Facts also show that the "Anti-Defamation League' is engaged in 
round-the-clock racial agitation — and brags about it in non-South- 
ern areas.

AND THE ADL BURNS BOOKS 

Americans who are concerned with the safeguarding of our price- 
less American liberties are disturbed — and have been disturbed 
for years — with the censorship and bookburning activities of the 
"Anti-Defamation League." 

As far back as Dec. 13, 1933, Pvichard E. Gutstadt, Director of the 
"Anti-Defamation League," wrote a letter to 
newspapers, urging them not to review the

Communism has produced a vast literature.That 
literature has now been notably enriched, with J. Ed- 
gar Hoover's newly-published "Masters of Deceit" 
(Henry Holt & Company, New York: $5.00)/ 

Mr, Hoover's book carries the subtitle "The Story 
of Communism in America and How to Fight It," No 
man is more familiar with that story. He was made 
f Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation during 
I the Coolidge Administration, has been retained in of- 
fice by every President since, and has done an out- 
standing job in keeping the bureau free of political 
influence, inefficiency and corruption. And, in recent 
years, Mr. Hoovei\ and the Bureau have become more 
and more involved with the Communist conspiracy. 

The purpose of "Masters of Deceit" is intensely 
practical. It is to explain the facts about communism — 
what it is, how it works, what its aims are, the dangers 
it poses, and what loyal Americans must do to protect 
their freedom. Mr. Hoover provides a short account of 
communism's beginnings, and goes on to explain who 
American communists are and why they adopt the ide- 
ology. He shows how the party is organized, and deals 
with its subtle and devious strategy and tactics.

What can an individual do about the danger? Mr.

If what appears to be 
subversive activity comes to his attention he should 
report it, sticking to the facts, to the nearest FBI of- 
fice — and the FBI, incidentally, is as much interested 
in protecting civil rights, including the right to hold 
unpopular opinions, as it is in combatting those who 
would destroy us. He should be alert and informed. 
No one can fight communism if he doesn't know what 
to look for. In this connection, "Masters of Deceit" 
contains a glossary, in which terms frequently used by 
communists are listed and defined, which will be espe- 
cially valuable to those whose familiarity with the 
movement is sketchy. 

Finally, "Masters of Deceit" makes for first class 
reading as well as for first class education against a 
clear and present danger. It justifies the publisher's 
claim that it "is one of the most important books of
